v:! vith great Indignation look on tie Malice, Impudence, and Folly of that Declaration as pꝛo- 
l ceeding from the Genome ok ſuch men, who can ayme at nothing but a generall Confuſion 
| of all Religion, Law, and pꝛivate Intereſt: Foz, what Law can be in Foꝛce, when it all be de- 
clared, That ſuch who endevour to pꝛelerve Us from the Fozce and Utolence of thoſe who would murther das, 
are Trayto2s ? We tell all the wozld, and all men know, That whoſoever levies War againſt the Rings Perſon 
are Craptoꝛs, by the known Statute ofthe 25, peer of Ring Edward the third. Let theſe men infozm Our Peo- 
ple, by what Law they are Traytoꝛs who allit s fox Our Defence: Except they can do that, (as every man 
knows they cannot) Our good Subjects will be no moze frighted from their Allegiance by ſuch Declaratrons, 
then they will from their Religion, ik theſe men ſhould declare them to be Turks foz obſerving the Book 
of Common pzayer, oꝛ ſubmitting to the Government of the Church, both which are equally grievous to theſe 
men, as Our jult Power. And wholoever conceives himſelf to be bound by any Oathes, koꝛ which he muſt an- 
wer to Almighty God, how ever he map eſcape the Judgement of the Law, will confeſle himſelf bound by thoſe 
of Allegiance and Supzemacy, to alliſt us at this pzelent with Wen, Yozſe, Plate, Money, oꝛ any way he 
ſhall be able: And whoſoever values the Pꝛoteſtant Religion, the Law and Liberty ofthe Kingdom, and the 
freedom and being of Parliaments, will joyn in that Alliſtance: And all ſuch ſhall be as carefully pzotected and 
defended by Us, as Our own Lite, Dur Crown, oz Our deareſt Childꝛen. And We do hereby declare, That 
 allſuch perſons, as ſhall, by pꝛetence of any Authozity whatſoever, alliſt the Earle of Eſſex in this Rebellion 


againſt Us, with Hoꝛſe, Arms, Plate, Money, oꝛ any other way, are Traytozs by the known Law of the Land; 
and by Gods help, We doubt not, in time, they will be bzought to condigne punichment.
